DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-29, drawn to a process for the production of synthetic gas 
comprising carbon monoxide and molecular hydrogen comprising a heat exchange 
reformer to produce a heat exchange-reformed syngas product wherein at least a 
portion of the heat required in the generation of said heat exchange-reformed syngas 
product is obtained by recovering heat from said reacted syngas product thereby 
cooling said syngas. 

Group II, claim(s) 33-39, drawn to an apparatus for the production of syngas comprising 
carbon monoxide and molecular hydrogen wherein at least a portion of the heat 
required in the generation of said heat exchange reformed syngas product is obtained 
by recovering heat from said reacted syngas thereby cooling said reacted syngas 
product. 

Group III, claim(s) 29, 31 , 40-42, drawn to a process for the production of syngas 
comprising reacting together carbon dioxide in said mixture with molecular hydrogen in 
said mixture over a catalyst in a second reactor to produce reacted syngas product that 
is enriched in carbon monoxide. 



2. The inventions listed as Groups I to II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 , which is 
generic to all of the invention groups herein listed, does not contain a special technical 
feature which constitutes an inventive step over prior art. WO/1994/026656 teaches a 
secondary unit in which reforming takes place over catalyst using heat taken from the 
primary heat-generating unit is known as a Heat Exchange Reformer. One such 
example is described in US-A-4919844 (Wang; published on 24th April 1990) and is 
called an Enhanced Heat Transfer Reformer (or "EHTR"). The disclosure of this patent 
is incorporated herein by reference. 
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3. The inventions listed as Groups (I, II) and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 , 
which is generic to all of the invention groups herein listed, does not contain a special 
technical feature which constitutes an inventive step over prior art. The special technical 
feature of Groups I and II, heat obtained from recovering heat from the reacted syngas, 
is not shared by Group III in which the special technical feature is reacting carbon 
dioxide with molecular hydrogen to produce reacted syngas enriched in carbon dioxide. 

4. A telephone call was made to Tracy Truitt to request an oral election to the above 
restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
